Christmas Candy 


A carefully planned Christmas menu will 
help to overcome that very prevalent tend- 
ency to eat excessively on the holiday, says 
Esther V. Erickson, Consultant in Nutrition, 
State Department of Public Health. The 
indiscriminate eating of candy between 
meals always interferes with the complete 
enjoyment of the Christmas dinner. Candy 
when used should be considered as a part of 
the dessert. 

Delicious home-made candies are exceed- 
ingly simple to prepare. Fudge is an old 
stand-by. A Peanut Butter variety is as 
follows: 

1. Boil 2 cups sugar with 2-3 cup milk un- 
til soft ball will form in cold water. 

2. Add 4 tablespoonfuls peanut butter and 
beat until creamy. 

3, Add 1 teaspoonful vanilla and pour 
into buttered pan, 

The use of dates in candy making presents 
vast possibilities. They can be filled with 
nut meats, or confectionery sugar filling, or 


rolled in sugar. Here is a suggestion for 
Date Loaf, 

1, Stone and cut 1-2 Ib. dates into small 
pieces. 


2. Boil 2 cups sugar with 1 cup milk until 
a soft ball will form in cold water. 

3. Add dates and beat until thick. 

4. Add 1 cup of nut meats (walnuts, pea- 
nuts or pecans). 

5, Pour into wet cloth and roll into long 


loaf. When cool cut into 1-4 inch slices. 

No list of Christmas candy is complete 
without the mention of Peanut Brittle and 
Popcorn Balls. 

PEANUT BRITTLE 

1. Chop 1 cup peanuts. 

2. Cook 1 cup sugar with 1-2 cup water 
with no stirring (after sugar melts) until 
Riser turns to a golden brown strup. (340°F 
— 176°C.) 

3. Quickly add the peanuts to the syrup 
and allow to cool. Crack with a hammer. 

Popcorn BALLS 

1. Boil 1 cup sugar, 1 cup molasses, 1-2 
ap water until hard ball will form in water 
(123°C,-254°F.) 

2. Pour over popcorn, Butter your hands 
and form into popcorn balls, 

If half a day cannot be spared in the 
Christmas rush for candy making the pro 
cedure can usually be carried on with the 
meal preparation. Candy made at home is 
less expensive. The wholesomeness of home- 
made candy is assured, There is no doubt 
as to the quality and purity of the ingredi- 
ents. Make no exception to the rule for 
Christmas candy — candy after meals only!

Around the Home

Our Shining Saucepans 

In the descriptions of old-time kitch- 
ens, met within fiction and folk sto- 
ries, there is always a “row of shining 
pans” reflecting the rosy, beaming face 
of the cook! Generally these are cop- 
per saucepans, and their reddish glow 
fills those of us who love the gleam 
of copper with a pang of yearning. 
But copper fs not a practicable mate- 
rial for the less sturdy housewives of 
today. It is very soft and must be 
lined with a heavy coating of some 
better-wearing metal, which also will 
not affect food chemically as copper 
{s sald to do. So we must content 
ourselves with snowy porcelain or sil- 
very aluminum, 

These present-day utensils, however, 
can be kept a “shining row” if they 
are polished and cared for as assidu- 
ously as the old-time housekeepers 
cared for their copper. Aluminum 
especially has its own particular 
cleansers and metallic sponges, and 
by following the instructions given 
with these polishes one may always 
have clear silver-gray saucepans, tea- 
kettle, double bollers, and cooking 
spoons, 

A very efficient housekeeper told 
me recently that one should not scour 
thin aluminum saucepans too vig- 
orously or too often. Very good little 
Saucepans can be secured now for 
ten cents each, but they must be han- 
dled gently, as the handles bend eas- 


fly and too hard rubbing will soon 
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wear them through. If a metallic 
sponge is used on them, it should be 
wielded very sketchily, Never use 
ammonia or washing soda on ap alu- 
minum utensil,

The 
eyes of the nation are upon this gallant 
youth in Mexico, after his non-stop 
flight from Washington. His activities 
are recorded daily in the newspapers 
and by radio, and the interest does not 
cease, but rather increases. Surely, no 
one, even of the highest political office or 
military rank has approached the popu- 
larity enjoyed by Lindbergh. 

Although not visiting Mexico in an 
official capacity, he is truly the repre- 
sentative of the American people. A 
worthier representative could not be 
found. The good work he accomplished 
in France, Belgium, and England after 
his ocean hops is being duplicated in 
Mexico. The Mexicans, never over- 
friendly to Americans, have accorded 
Lindbergh a splendid reception and 
have literally taken him to their hearts. 
Never before have the Stars and Stripes 
been displayed so prominently in a 
Mexican city.

Agricultural Loss 


Agricultural losses totaling $1,350, 000 re- 
sulting from the recent New England flood 
are reported by the United States Depart- 

ment of Agriculture following a survey by the 
Vermont Extension Service and the Federal 
Cc ie 4 Reporting Board. 

losses cover farm lands, buildings, 
livestock, crops; fuel, food, and household 
ya It is estimated that approximately 
0 head of cattle were drowned in the 
flood in addition to large numbers of poultry, 
hogs and sheep. Nearly 700 farms were af- 
fected in some degree by the flood, fully 
7,000 acres of land being damaged to some 
extent, varying from only slight erosion to 
coverage with several feet of sand and gravel. 

Many acres of the best meadows along 
the overflowed rivers will probably not be 
productive for many years to come, according 
to the report. In many places ‘the water 
completely covered houses, barns and farm 
buildings. Where valleys were narrow and 
confined the rivers, gullies many feet deep 
were formed through fields and meadows. 
Roads and railroads that follow these rivers 
for miles have been completely destroyed and 
new roads must be constructed over new 
routes, the washing out of railroads being a 
serious handicap to dairy farmers in getting 
their milk to market. Grain is being hauled 
to isolated towns by truck but some farmers 
are complaining that they are not getting 
the grain they need. 

Although the area of farm land totally 
ruined is relatively small, the farms destroyed 
were some of the best and most productive, 
in the area. Some farms were entirely ruined, 
while others were only slightly damaged. 
The waters passed completely over the tops 
of many houses and barns and in such cases 
there is not much left but foundations. In 
some instances, barns carried away contained 
hay, livestock and equipment. 

Some farmers whose losses were heavy 
will leave their farms but it is doubtful if 
these farms will be abandoned, the depart- 
ment says. Many farmers lost everything 
they possessed including houses, barns, live- 
stock and equipment. Much hay was car- 
ried away and more was spoiled in flooded 
barns, but since there have been successively 
two big hay years in Vermont and most of the 
upland farms are now well stocked with hay, 
there will be no general scarcity this winter. 
A large proportion of the loss is being borne 
by a few farmers living in the valleys. 

Agricultural losses outside of Vermont were 
comparatively small, Damage was greatest 
in the town of Becket, Mass., where a dam 
broke on a branch of the Westfield River 
above the town. There is, -~however, very 
little agriculture in that locality. Along 
the Westfield and Connecticut Rivers in 
Massachusetts and Connecticut, some tobac- 
co hanging in the sheds was reached by the 
flood and destroyed. Possibly the equivalent 
of 500 acres of tobacco was affected in this 
manner. No extensive loss of livestock 
occurred outside Vermont. 


The farm area damaged by the flood is 
estimated at 7,056 acres, valued at $351,793. 
One hundred and cighty-seven farm houses, 
valued at $146,695, were destroyed; 200 
barns valued at $183; ‘470; and 257 other farm 
buildings valued at $79, 135. Losses of farm 
tools and implements totaled $68,475. 
Approximately 2,000 head of cattle, valued 
at close to $150,000, were lost, and poultry, 
hogs, sheep, and horses worth $29, 231. Hay 
and silage losses amounted to $82, 424, and 
grain and feed losses to $29,907. Nearly 
$145,000 worth of fuel, food, furniture and 
clothing was destroyed. Losses of miscel- 
laneous farm appurtenances are estimated at 
$85,348.

RED INDIANS STILL 
HOLD TO PAGANISM 


Firm in Faith of Primitive 
Codes of Ancestors. 


Nearly 100,000 Indians tn the United 
States are untouched by Christian 
doctrines, the board of Indian com- 
missioners recently estimated, and re- 
main to all intents and purposes 
pagans, presumably still holding in 
large measure the beliefs of their an- 
cestors, What these primitive Indian 
religious beliefs are is described by 
the National Geographic society. 

“Poetic fancy and a natural tenden- 
cy to describe newly encountered be- 
ifefs and customs in terms of those 
already familiar have given white peo- 
ple many false ideas in regard to the 
religious beliefs of the American In- 
dians,” says a society bulletin. “Some 
enthusiasts have pictured the typical 
red man as noble and ethical beyond 
his white brother, believing in a fa- 
therly ‘Great Spirit’ and striving to 
live the good life that he may go after 
death to the ‘Happy Hunting Ground.’ 
This is a fallacy. 

“There is no single religion of the 
American Indians. Instead the be- 
llefs differed widely in different sec- 
tons and among different tribes. 
There was, however, a general simi- 
larity of views, and these were about 
what could have been expected from 
people of a relatively primitive de- 
gree of culture. Nowhere does what 
could truly be called the conception of 
a ‘Great Spirit,’ an overruling delty, 
emerge, 

“There were greater and lesser 
spirits, to be sure, but the character- 
Istic Indian belief is in a multitude of 
spirits animating animals, objects and 
the various forces of nature. Nor 
were these spirits inherently good or 
bad morally. They might help or 
hinder the individual in his activities 
or health, and whether they did the 
one or the other was the test of their 
‘goodness’ or ‘badness’ for him. 


“The primitive Indian has no con- 
ception of a hell; nor is his entry into 
the spirit land dependent on his con- 
duct. He enters it as a matter of 
course, he believes, and continues 
there whatever activities have inter- 
ested him in this life. To some tribes 
this {s a ‘skyland,’ to others it Is 
merely a region of the earth, ‘in the 
West,’ ‘ncross the sea,’ or ‘beyond a 
river." Others belfeve the villages of 
the dead to be near thelr villages, but 
Invisible, 

“Coupled in tne mind of the prim!- 
tive Indian with a bellfef in many 
spirits Is a bellef In magic, through 
which the spirits can be Influenced. 
The medicine men possessed the se- 
crets of such magic, it was belleved, 
and often interceded. All Indians 
belleve in the possession of a soul 
which leaves the body at death. ‘Chey 
also helleve that {it leaves at other 
times, and some tribes ascribe illness 
to this absence of the soul. ‘The servy- 
lces of the medicine man are sought 
to recover the missing soul. RBellef in 
a continuing soul did not lead to an- 
cestor worship. as among Eastern 
peoples, 

“Most Indian mythologisits do not 
concern themselves with crention. 
They assume the existence of the 
earth and deal with Its peopling and 
with the origin of arts, customs and 
rites, All these are supposed to have 
come by a sort of revelation. Some 
tribes, however, especially those of the 
Pacific coast region, do hnve a crea- 
tlon myth, In some it is ‘Old Man 
Above,’ In others an animal, such as 
the coyote or the silver fox, who 
mokes a hole In the sky, comes to 
earth and creates the animals and 
men. In some of these myths there 
ls only water beneath the sky, but 
the descending being creates the earth 
{n the form of an fsland, which grows. 

“Morality and ethics were well de- 
veloped among American Indians, 
They have a atrong sense of con- 
sclence and many individuals are 
strikingly benevolent. The tribal 
morality was strict. He who lled, 
failed to keep his promises or stole 
within the tribe was disgraced. Mur- 
der, too, was punished. War removed 
ethical barriers among Indians, as It 
has among most people In all ages. It 
then became a virtue for the Indian to 
kill his enemies and to take thelr 
property. 

“On the whole, the Indian's religious 
bellefs may be described as being 
wholly practical and as springing 
from fear of the more or less hostile 
forces of nature that surrounded him, 
His various rites arose from his ef- 
forts to propitiate or to take advan- 
tage of these forces.”

How the Banana was Named 


“Early inhabitants of the East believed 
that the banana plant was the source of 
good and evil and that the serpent which 
tempted Eve hid in a bunch of the fruit,” 
writes W. T. Pope of the Hawaii Experiment 
Station of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. ‘Undoubtedly this legend 
influenced the an classifiers who designated 
two species of the plant as Musa para- 
disiaca (Fruit of Paradise) and Musa 
sapientum (Fruit of Knowledge).” The 
common name, “banana,” was adopted 
from the language of an African Congo tribe, 
and first came into use during the sixteenth 
century. Prior to that time the fruit was 
called “apple of paradise” and “Adam's 
fig.” The name “banana” seems to have 
been borne for a long period by the fruit,

Diet of Fish and Meat 


Keeps Eskimos Healthy 


The MacMillun Arctic expedition of 
1926, visiting the Eskiinos of northern 
Labrador and of Greenland, was ac- 
companied by a physician who used 
his time in making studies of the 
Eskimos’ diets to determine some {m- 
portant facts. These Eskimos live for 
the most part on diets consisting 
largely of meat and fish, The meats 
concerned are those of the whale, wal- 
rus, seal, caribou, musk ox, Arctic 
hare, polar bear and fox, as well as 
those of geese, ducks and gulls, The 
fish are varied. This food is usually 
euten raw. 

The physician, Dr. Willlam A, Thom- 
as, reports that, contrary to the gen- 
erul opinion, the Eskiinos eat relative- 
ly little fat or blubber, using these 
portions for oil in lighting their homes, 
in melting ice and snow, for drinking, 
and, to a very little extent, for cook- 
ing food. 

Doctor Thomas did not find any 
scurvy or rickets umong these Es- 
kimos—conditions that are known to 
be due to absence of certuin vitamines 
from the diet.—Dr. Morris Fishbein, in 
the Scientific American,

“One of the greatest industries in New 
England is the tourist industry, This is 
evidenced by the following res. A ve 
conservative estimate for the past year's 
tourist business in New England is $250,000,- 
000. The State of Maine alone figures 
tourists spent about $100,000,000. in that 
state. Over a million people from other 
states came to Maine last year for sight-see- 
ing, camping, hunting, and various recrea- 
tions. New Hampshire with its beautiful 
White Mountains has for many years been a 
‘mecca’ for tourists and vacationists, but 
only recently has it developed fame as a 


winter resort. Some predict that New Eng- ¢,, 


land will become another ‘Switzerland’ for 
winter sports, so rapidly is this form of 
recreation gaining popularity. In the sum- 
mertime, seashore resorts are attracting in- 
creasing numbers to the beautiful New Eng- 
land coast each year, Land values have 
risen accordingly.

Tourist Business Here and Abroad 

“New England, California and Florida, 
however, are not the only sections to interest 
the traveller, Practically every city and 
state has some special attraction for the 
tourist. Cities and states, like people, have 
individualities. That is why it is so inter- 
esting to travel from one city to another, or 
from one state to another. So I am one of 
those who believes thoroughly in the slogan, 
‘See America First.’ Certainly we have as 
good roads in this country as can be found 
anywhere on earth and we have most varied 
and spectacular scenery. Furthermore, we 
have a great area where travel is unhindered. 
Imagine having to have a port before 
you go from one state to atcthier, Yet this is 
the situation in Europe. I see no reason why 
tourist resorts in America should not grow to 
rival the most world renowned tourist re- 
sorts abroad. At the present time we spend 
something like $200,000,000 in Canada every 

r, $456,000,000 in Europe, and about

“This tourist business certainly is a great 
industry and one that we should try more 
and more to cultivate in our own country, 
I am distinctly encou by the broad 
vision which is being displayed by local 
Chambers of Commerce and similar organ- 
zations, in giving widespread publicity to the 
attractiveness (from the tourist's standpoint) 
of their particular sections.

decrease. The remaining eleven cities 
witnessed normal conditions for the first ten 
months of the year. As a matter of interest, 
I might name the following cities to show the 
yercentage of increase in the tourist business 
‘or the first ten months.

NEW BRIDGE OPENED | 


Boston & Maine Iron Workers Return 
from Vermont and Complete the 
Works in Twenty Four Hours 


Held up by emergency work caused by the 
big flood in Vermont, iron workers of the 
Boston & Maine began the task of building the 
new steel bridge over Haverhill street at the 
Shawsheen station late Wednesday night and 
Friday morning trains were running over 
both tracks. It took less than 24 hours 
actual working time to complete the job of 
laying girders, cross bearns, ties and tracks. 
There yet remains the riveting of the various 
yarts and for a few days near residents of the 
bridge will “enjoy” ‘all the comforts of a 
boiler factory. 

Wednesday night the big steel girders were 
placed in position by two huge traveling 
derricks. The car containing the girders 
was drawn over the temporary trestle bridge 
and the 79-ton central girder and the two 15- 
ton side girders picked up by the derricks 
and dropped into place as easily as a basket 
of chips. The cross beams on the east bound 
track were adjusted early Thursday morning 
and the ties and rails laid. This necessitated 
the closing of this track in the early hours 
but trains were delayed only a little. The 
same routine Thursday night and early this 
morning found the west bound tracks com- 
pleted and trains running on schedule. It 
will be several days however before all the 
auxiliary work is finished. 

All that now remains of the temporary 
bridge are the wooden piles in the underpass 
and these will be removed next week. The 
roadway however will not be rebuilt until

ARTICLE No. 9 


In the previous article, it was stated 
that any valid objections to the in- 
formatory double should be based on 
its misuse by players who do not 
thoroughly understand it, and not on 
the informatory double itself. Here is 
an example of the misuse of the in- 
formatory double that the writer no- 
ticed the other night: 
Hearts —A, 8, 7,5 
Clubs — K, 7, 5 : ; 
Diamonds —A, J; 9, 4 : A B’: 
Spades — 5, 3 3 $ 


No score, rubber game. Z bid one no- 
trump and A doubled, (informatory). 
This double is very unsound because A 
has any two spades, and if his partner 
should bid two spades in answer té the 
informatory double A not only could 
not help the spade bid but is also too 
weak to bid a suit of his own or two no- 
Lisl y In other words, A is not pre- 
pared for the two spade bid by B and, 
therefore, should not double. In this 
pateuss hand, Y passed the double, 

bid two spades and Z, who was one 
of those players who doubles for busi- 
ness after bidding no-trump, doubled 
two spades. A now realized that his bad 


double had got him into trouble, but 
he was not strong enough to bid two 
no-trump o1 three of another suit, so 
was obliged to pass. Y and B also passed 
and the hand was played at two spades, 
doubled, A-B losing their contract by 
400 points, plus 40 honors, 

If A had passed as he should, Z would 
have played the hand at one no-trump, 
and with a diamond opening A-B would 
have made three diamond tricks, one 
heart and one club trick, just enough to 
save game. Let this hand be a warning 
to those players who are apt to make 
an informatory double when they are 
not prepared for any bid partner may 
make, Let that be the test and use that 
test before you double. Ask yourself 
this question: “If my partner bids my 
weak suit, am I strong enough to make 
a bid of my own?" If this question is 
answered in the negative, then you 
should not make an informatory double 

Much has been said and written re- 
cently about four-card suits and the 
value of bidding them on the first round 
of bidding rather than the no-trump 
There is no doubt that this plan brings 
good results in many cases and the fol- 
lowing example is a good illustration:

If he bids the former, he must lose his 
contract by one trick. On the other 
hand, if he bids one heart, he can make 
four odd in hearts against any defense. 
Study this hand very careully 
a type that comes up frequently. 
Whether you decide to bid the four- 
card suit or the no-trump with this kind 
of hand, do it consistently. There is 
nothing to gain by doing one thing with 
one hand and another with the next 


for it is, 


Make up your mind to bid either one 
way or the other and then stick to it 
with all hands of this type; but watch 
results carefully. It may be that you 
will find you have selected the wrong 
theory and when convinced that you 
have, don't hesitate to change. The 
writer favors the bid of the four-card 
suit with this type of hand, rather than 
the no-trump, It is a close question, 
however, so make up your own mir! 
what to do and try it out. But be cu. 
sistent!
